after three years and nine months' 
duty at our navy yard, in charge of 
the department of construction 
and 


repair, was detached and ordered to 
Union Iron Works, San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia, as superintending constructor. 
During Mr. Tawresey's tour of duty 
hero the changes for the better bave 
been so marked and the prospects of 
the yard so much advanced that we 
feel bound in justice to present them 
that the public may know how greatly 
this section is Indebted to the officer 
who has left us. ' 


During the winter of 1897, work at 


our yard was at a very low ebb. There 
was practically nothing being done 
and most of the shops employed but 
very few men. 
Construction and re- 


pair had but ninety-seven. The out- 
look for this station was most discour- 
aging, but the short and sharp Span- 
ish war showed tho necessity of more 
stations and the unrivalled advantages 
of this yard became manifest. 


Mr. Tawresey came here in July, 


1S9S. Following are some of the im- 
provements made since his advent, 
with all of them he has been promi- 
nently identified and the most of them 
are due to his personal efforts and rec- 
ommendations. 


The new dry dock, which, when 


completed, will be one of the best in 
the world. 


The railroad, connecting with the 


Boston and Maine system, with tracks 
running all over the- yard and into 
several of the buildings, supplanting 
in part at least rapid transit via oxen. 


Electricity has supplanted 
steam. 


A central power plant bus been in- 
stalled, with water tube boilers, auto- 
malic stokers, big chimney, electric 
generators, air compressors, and to- 
day sixty motors of all kinds are at 
work, dispensing with several sets of 
engines and boilers, thus concentrat- 


I uig the power and 
diminishing the! 


risUs from fire. 


Underground 
conduits have been 


laid lor eleftne circuits ami pneumat- 
ic pipe:, to lead the power to (hi water 
trout. Pnciumitir tools of 
nil 
kinds 


have been supplied, striking from one 
thousand to three thousand blows a 
minute, and making it possible to do 
work hanlly dreamed of a lew years 
ago. 


A new foundry lias been erected, 


supplied w i t h modern improvements 
ol electric cranes, furnaces, cupolas, 
etc. 


A new plate angle and smith shop 


i« in process of construction, to he fit- 
ted with ;i fuel gas plant, traveling 
cranob and modern tools. When com- 
pleted the Sons of Vulcan will be re- 
lieved of many 
of the disagreeable 


lentures of their trade. 


Many new machines 
have 
been 


placed in the niiichin" shop. A storage 
battery, nickel plating plant, polishing 
plant, etc 


In several shops elevators are sav- 


ing much manual labor, and \\ith all 
communication by telephone and long 
distance telephones connect the yard 
with the outside world. 


The steel plant had been but little 


used, now many skilled mechanics are 
engaged on work thai a few years ago 
would have been almost unthought of. 


By means of traveling cranes the 


I (truest boats built here 
are 
easily 


raised, moored arid loaded directly on 
the ears, with scarcely an effort. The 
crane runways extend over the water 
and in a lew minutes a boat can be 
taken from the shop and placed in the 
water. A new building for boat storage 
will be built, an 
appropriation 
for 


which is now available. 


In all the wood working shops much 


new machinery has been added, and 
dust collectors take tne dust, shavings 
and saw dust directly from the ma- 
chines to receptacles where it can he 
hauled away. 


No yard has such tools a.-; this for 


the manufacture ol blocks and cooper- 
age. 


The new saw mill in completed and 


ready for business. 


Tho paint shop is fitted with modern 


appliances and machinery is doing bet- 
ter and faster the work required. 


A now office building will be built 


in the near future. 


There are many other improvements 


that might be named, but space for- 
bids. Machinery has made it possible 
to do work cheaper and enable this 
yard to compete with others, but not 
at the expense of our workingnren as 
will be seen below.

DEATH TO ANIMALS.

Science lift* Tried In Vain to Find n 


Kennedy For the Stints; of the Veno- 
montt Little Insect—Its Poison Has 
Xo Effect Upon Man. 
1 


A pest that fatally afflicts animals, 


but not man, and has thus far been 
confined to central and southern Africa, 
is tho subject of a report to the Royal 
society, in England, by a committee ap- 
pointed to investigate tho matter. The 
disease in question is the result of a 
bite by n fly scarcely larger than tha 
common house fly, and though its prog- 
ress is somewhat slower than that of the 
poison from snake bite the effect is 
equally deadly to ox, horse or dog. A 
stin^ like that of a musqnito leads to 
symptoms resembling those of a cold, 
and the animal grows steadily worse 
until it dies, perhaps a week or ten days 
after tlie tiny wound was inflicted. 


The importance of a malady of thii 


sort was so apparent that the Royal so- 
ciety appointed a committee to study 
its nature and to atce.rtain, if possible, 
whether any cnro could be found. A 
good deal of interesting information is 
presented in the report, but as yet, in 
spito of some original and thorough ex- 
periments, no remedy has been found 
for the disease. The most that science 
tv.n recommend at present is a continu- 
ance of the protective measures resorted 
to by tlie natives, which consist of plas- 
tering animals over before they are tak- 
en into an infected district with manure 
and other filthy substances.

"I recall with satisfaction an inci- 


dent in which a female pickpocket fig- 
ured. She fctolo the pur&o of a poor old 
woman, and I arrested her shortly after 
the act. She had disposed of the purso 
before I got her. There had been abjut 
iJ7 iu cash in it and a small piece of 
.y'wolry that belonged to a dead cliiUI 
of the woman. The poor woman would 
have willingly given tho thief the mon- 
ey in the purse and more for the rcturr 
of the keepsake, but it was lost to hei 
beyond recovery.

In every land the natives have-a cure, 
or a dozen, to which they trust, besides 
charms- It is probable that the great 
majority of these have never been test- 
ed, and persons who have not, looked 
into the matter naturally blame tho 
government and tho doctors for neg- 
lecting an inquiry of such profound im- 
portance. - But 
investigation -so 
far 


has not been encouraging. Nearly al- 
ways it proves that the healing- herb is 
chosen under the influence of the max- 
im that "like cures like." Oiir forefa- 
thers held it as strongly as any modern 
savages a few hundred years ago, and 
it is not extinct among ua to this day. 
Various plants resemble a snake in 
flower or mode of growth, and for no 
better reason they are accounted reme- 
dies for its bite. A root which curls 
and twists proclaims its own virtue, as 
one may say, and if it be mottled there 
is no further room for doubt. Some of 
these resemblances are BO strong, in- 
deed, that tho fancy of tho savage be- 
comes quite intelligible. 


Messrs. Sander introduced a new 


iroid from tho Malay countries some 
years ago, the bloom of which is so 
strangely like a cobra in the act of 
striking that the idea of a connection 
between tho plant and the snake sug- 
gests itself to even tho unlearned ob- 
server. It is called Arisa'ina fimbriata. 
We have not heard that tho natives use 
it as an antidote to the venom of the 
cobra, but a savant inclined to bet 
would offer long odds that they do. 
Upon tho same reasoning the Indians 
of, Peru use the root of Polyanthus 
tuberosa, and a creeper whicli they call 
hnaco. Credible persons have borno 
testimony to the good effect of both, 
but neither could .sustain a trial at the 
irinds of scientific men in Lima. In the 
successful cases reported, cither tho 
poison had not been imbibed or else 
the snake did not really belong to a 
poisonous species.

INTERESTING SMOKE~ TAll'lC. 


Looking at vegetarianism in the light 


of comparative anatomy it ia self evi- 
dent that man was designed to be n 
vegetarian and nothing else. Quadru- 
peds are divided into classes according 
to their foods, and with the single ex- 
ception of man. no animal as a class has 
ever varied from the design of nature. 


These classes are the carnivorous or 


flesh eating, the fruit eating, the grass 
eating and the omnivorous. Each of 
these classes has distinctive organs 
adaptable to the digestion of the kind 
of food it eats and to no other kinds. 


Man has artificially become an om- 


nivorous animal in spite cf the fact 
that anatomically he is a fruit eating 
animal It is an amusing and signifi- 
cant fact that the only typical omnivo- 
rous animal is the pig. Man isttrying 
hard to be a pig, says Professor Leo 
Weiner of Harvard in Home and Gar- 
den. 


The carnivorous animals all have 


short intestines, adapted only to the 
digestion of meat. They have only one 
stomach and could not digest grass as 
the cow does. Their teeth are all long 
an*! sharp, so that they can tear meat, 
but they have no flat topped teeth to 
grind vegetable foods as man has. 


It has been said that the so called 


"canine" teeth of man are lilie those of 
the carnivorous animal, and that this is 
an indication that man is an omnivo- 
rous aniinaL This is not correct. These 
are not canine teeth, strictly speaking 
To bo snre, they are somewhat pointed, 
but they are flat also—flat and pointed, 
and not round and pointed, like those 
of the carnivorous animals. 


The grass eating animals have several 


stomachs—from two to five—and lon^ 
intestines, especially adapted to the di- 
gestion of grass. They have also flat 
topped teeth for grinding. 


The fruit eating animals are the only 


ones that resemble man. They have 
only one stomach and a medium length 
alimentary canal, half way between 
that of the carnivorous and the grass 
eating classes. The nearest animals to 
man are the monkey and the ape. They 
are fruit eaters. 


No meat eating animal in the world 


has the horizontal movement of thu 
lower jaw in eating as man has. This 
is proof positive that man is not u meat 
eater, according to the design of na 
ture. These arguments on the physical 
side of the question prove primarily 
that man is not physically adapted to 
the eating of meat. 


From an economic standpoint it can 


easily be seen that man must sooner or 
later become a vegetarian. 
This is 


merely a question of time and a matter 
of room. The increase of civilization 
and of population gradually must do 
away with cattle raising because of the 
absolute demand for land for cultiva- 
tion. In time the demand for room will 
kill the industry entirely 


When we eat meat, wo are eating; 


the product of the earth at second 
hand. The vegetation has been eaten 
by the animal, and ti large part of it 
converted into bone and tendon and 
wasted, and we eat only what is left 
and made into flesh. 


To reduce the economic problem to 


figures, one acre of land which would 
furnish enough flesh to support one- 
man wonld furnish enough grain to 
support ten men. Thus, you see. whoa 
the increased population causes an in- 
creased demand for food and for haul 
on which to raise foods, it will become 
necessary to raise that which is the> 
most economic—in other words, that 
which will produce the most per acre 


The hygienic argument you can ob- 


tain from any reputable physician, who 
will tell you that meat eating is heating 
to the blood, that it is especially a stim 
nlant rather than a food and that there- 
is great danger of the transmission of 
various serious diseases from animal to 
man. 


Meat eating in the ideal stage is bad 


enough. If the animals that we eat were 
in all the health with which nature en- 
dows them, roaming wild and free over 
the open fields, with plenty of exercise, 
and permited to choose of their own 
free will from the best of the various 
vegetable growths for their food, that 
wonld be one thing. But as civiliza- 
tion has advanced cattle are raised for 
the sole purpose of slaughter. They get 
little or no exercise 


Any veterinary surgeon will tell you 


that animals kept without exercise will 
contract and propagate various diseases 
which are practically unknown to them 
in their wild state. They are artificial- 
ly fattened, and this kind of fat is not 
the sort of material which we should 
put into our bodies. 


But it is the appalling character of 


the disease in meat which frightens us. 
Tuberculosis, one of the most common 
itnd fatal of diseases among cattle, 
causes great destruction of human life 
by consumption. A spread of leprosy in 
Norway, Hawaii and the other fish eat- 
ing countries'is traced directly by scien- 
tists to the eating of fish. In this case, 
to be sure, it is thought that the eating 
of the fish raw instead of cooked is 
what brings on leprosy, but tho_ simple 
fact that the germs are there at all ia 
sufficient. 


t'mctm With t^bteh Few Devotee* of 


the Wee* Are Acquainted. 


Science has calculated that an aver- 


age puff of cigar smoke sets free over 
2,000,000,000 tiny particles, a whiff 
from a pipe liberates over 1,800; 000,,0p,0 
of these particles, and one from a ciga- 
rette starts 2,900,000;000 of them fly- 
ing through the surrounding atmos- 
phere. 


A very curious fact concerning tobac- 


co smoke is the remarkable change ia 
color .which it undergoes after entering 
the mouth. From the burning end of a 
cigar the smoke issues in deep blue 
threads, while that which is expelled 
from the mouth is of a decidedly brown- 
ish tint. 


Sir William Thompson (Lord Kelvin) 


recently accounted for this difference 
by proving that the minutest particles 
have an intense affinity for moisture. 
From this he reasoned that when tobac- 
co smoke is drawn into the month its 
smallest particles are immediately de- 
tached from the rest by the presence of 
moist surfaces, to which they fly and 
lodge. 


An error now common even among 


old smokers exists in reference to the 
nicotine in tobacco. The dark stain 
which comes on a white handkerchief 
after blowing smoke through it is 
caused by soot and tar from the smoke 
and not by nicotine, as nearly every- 
body supposes. 


The "cake" in the bowl of a pipe is 


composed of real ccal. as good as any 
that is mined. It is formed by the 
juices oozing under the high tempera- 
ture from the burning tobacco and 
would burn if subjected to sufficient 
heat. 


Clogging in a pipe stem is caused by 


the rapid accumulation of tar. 


Nicotine is colorless and forms less 


than one ten-thousandth part of all the 
substances precipitated from tobacco 
smoke. 


It has often been quoted that a grain 


of nicotine administered all at once 
would kill the strongest dog, and from 
this have been argued its terrible effects 
on the body of a human being. While 
this statement is xindoubtcdly true it is 
somewhat misleading. In order to com- 
mit suicide by smoking the dog would 
have to consume over 400 strong cigars, 
one right after another. 


Whatever the ill effects of tobacco 


when used to excess, in moderation it 
acts on an adult as a mild sedative. It 
is claimed that after the thirtieth year 
its nse prolongs life and preserves the 
mind by lessening the bodily functions 
of waste and repair. 


Experts say that in smoking, tobacco 


is one of the least injurious substances 
known. 
Compared with otber well 


known vegetable substances used for 
the same purpose, tobacco is very mild 


There is evidence to show that the 


ancient Aztecs made their victims in- 
hale the fumes from smoking grasses, 
after which the intoxicated prisoners 
went peaceably to the altar to be sacri- 
ficed to Quetzalcoatl (the sun god). 


Both cubebs and corn silk inflame the 


mucous membrane and upset tho di- 
gestive function. 
Nono of these evils 


results from the moderate use of to- 
bacco. 


Hygienically strong tobacco is better 


than mild, for in smoke from the mild 
varieties the tiny particles are far mere 
numerous and tend to dry up tho blood 
by absorbing large quantities of mois- 
ture from the mouth and lungf. For 
this reason paper cigarettes, even when 
unadulterated, are held to be injurious 
—New York Herald.

,MEET DEATH FEARLESSLY. 


Entombed .Miner* VnMn the Time In 


Plarlu* Gane*. 


A mining story would be considered 


incomplete without a harrowing de- 
scription of the hero's sufferings during 
an underground catastrophe. People ex- 
pect it, and never doubt that the sensa- 
tions of the imprisoned miner are ac- 
curately pictured. Bi:t those who have 
had experience in rescuing colliers from 
living tombs know that' the men do not 
always 'act in the sentimental manner 
attributed to them. On the contrary, 
not a few of them face their horrible 
death smilingly, refusing to give way 
to vain regrets and tears. 


When a great mass of coal fell in a 


northern pit, completely blocking up 
the side passages, 20 men and boys were 
trapped in a remote part of tho work- 
ings. To dig these unfortunate fellows 
out a relief party worked madly, but 
the coal was hard, and at the close" of 
the first day the tearful women at the 
pit brow were still waiting for news. 
Another day passed without good tid- 
ings, and it was not until the third 
morning that a faint humming sound 
filtered through the frowning blockade 
of coal. "They're alive," shrieked one 
of the party, "and singing hymns to 
show their faith 1'' 


After that all worked with redoubled 


energy, straining their ears meanwhile 
to catch the chanting of the under- 
ground choir. It soon became evident, 
however, that the miners were not 
sinking at all. They were laughing and 
shcuting like children, and the familiar 
cry of "Duck's off!" was clearly h'eard 
by the anxious rescuers. 
Two more 


hours of superhuman effort followed, 
and then the black partition gave way, 
revealing tho'pale and haggard miners 
in the very act of playing a game dear 
to tho collier's heart. "Hello, lads! We 
didn't expect to see ye!" laughed one 
of them, stooping to replace the lump 
of coal which served as the "duck." 
"Ah, reckon ye'll stop an hev a game 
wi' us afore we go back V' And tho half 
famished man and boys actually insist- 
ed on finishing the game> before they 
would allovV themselves to bo taken to 
tho shaft. 


After a very similar accident in an- 


other colliery tho relief party did not 
got through the coal in time to bo of 
service, and five sturdy miners were 
found dead behind tho cruel barrier 
That they had died coolly and fearless- 
ly, though, was beyond question, for on 
tho damp floor were scores of little mar- 
bles made from compressed coal dust, 
and two of the men were lying at full 
length with their lists screwed up ready 
to fillip. Their wan faces smiled even 
in death, and this touching proof of 
their unfailing optimism brought tear? 
to the eyes of every one who entered 
the pit. 


Falla of coal and floods are terrible 


catastrophes, but tho average collier 
fears an explosion of fire damp most of 
all. One oce-urred not so very long ago 
in a little Midland pit, and 15 good men 
and true were shut off from tho eagn by 
tons upon tons of coal. The anxious 
crowd at tho pit mouth waited until 
the foul gas had been cleared from the 
cutting and then began their work of 
rescue, with little hope of saving their 
mates from the suffocating fumes of 1he 
fire damp. Progress was rapid, however, 
and before long the relief party got into 
the narrow passage. 


Here they saw a sight which fairly 


made them gasp, for the 15 colliers were 
on the floor, some of them dead and 
others sitting up and unconcernedly 
singing comic songs. A little farther on 
was a football, improvised from tho 
colliers' shirts and caps and bearing un- 
mistakable signs of recent and rough 
use. "We thowt its long as we'd got to 
dee we'd elee kickiii," explained one of 
the survivors, "so wo rigged up a foot- 
ball an punched it abart in t' dark. 
George theer fell dahn dead as ho wor 
scorin a goal, but we went on playin to 
pass time on, an then t' gas cleared off 
a bit." 


Only four of that brave bevy of min- 


ers came out of the pit alive, but they 
assured their questioners that the others 
had laughed and sung in the very face, 
of death.—Cassell's Saturday Journal.

would be equally true and perhaps more 
apt; for there's fully as much glitter 
about jewels, real and false, as there is 
in gold and its imitations. It is by art- 
fully turning and twisting in the light 
his tastefully mounted bit of glass that 
the flimflam dealer in the goods of the 
famous Dazzle Jewel company is able 
to catch the fancy and tempt the vanity 
of the gullible customer, who buys for 
35 cents an article which if it were 
what it purports to be would cost from 
$100 to $500 


To be sure, there are people who 


purchase paste diamonds knowingly 
Occasionally an actress who cannot af- 
ford such a luxury and whose admirers 
have not yet bestowed real diamonds 
upon her wears paste on the stage. In 
this case she knows exactly what she is 
about in making her purchase. It haa 
been asserted with some show of truth 
fulness that actresses and singers who 
have amassed wealth and are the pos- 
sessors of genuine and valuable jewels 
have duplicates made which are imita 
tions. The originals are worn only un 
der 
circumstances 
where detection 


would bo easy and where tho danger of 
accidental loss is reduced to a mini 
mum. 
But on the stago and under 


other conditions where thero is more 
or less danger of carelessness or mis 
chance the paste substitutes are used. 


It is even alleged that women in pri 


vate life, harassed by fear of burglars 
and tired of having detectives follow 
them about on occasions when they 
wear precious 
stones 
whose 
value 


amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, also resort to this device, secur- 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
jewels to a safety deposit vault und 
wearing clever imitations at reception^, 
theaters and balls 


To the jeweler the word "paste 


means glass 
Sometimes one hears this 


material 
called 
"whitestone' 
or 


"Btrass. " but these yre terms employed 
by the trade alone and not in talking 
with a customer 
They upply only to 


imitations of diamonds 
The busdnehH 


of making jewels is at least two cun 
turies old. Some of the accounts of tbu 
invention of strasa say that it was 
known in Stnivbnrg as long ago as 
1C80 
One authority attributes the 


name to the city where it first made its 
appearance and another to the man 
who devised it. Josef Strasser 
The 


word "rhinestone" is also employed to 
describe the same article and is an al- 
hihion to the great stream on which the 
paste diamond made its debut. 
How- 


ever, "rhinestono" ia applied to large 
specimens, such as are suitable for 
clasps and buckles, and are so enor- 
mous that no one could possibly mis- 
take them 
for 
diamonds, whereas 


"paste" is used to designate an imita- 
tion jewel, of about the same composi- 
tion as tho rhincbtouu. Imt small enough 
to look like a real stcno. 


A number of formula) have been de- 


vised in order to produce a glass of the 
right hardness, brilliancy and purity 
The Jewelers' Circular recently gave a 
number of them ami remarked at the 
same time that for a century or more- 
no book on glass was considered com- 
plete without a chapter on imitation 
jewels Even for making "paste" there 
is a variety of methods and mixtures, 
and to produce good likc-nessesof ru'oieh, 
emeralds, amethysis and other colored 
stones the composition must be different 
from any of these 


To a certain extent the jewelry trade 


recognizes this industry as legitimate. 
That is to say, there are dealers in 
Maiden lane who unhesitatingly adver- 
tise "real and imitation stones." If 
you go in and ask to see stock, you are- 
asked without hesitation or disguise 
whether you want to examine the real 
article or an imitation. 


Moreover, thero are numerous houses, 


notably in Providence and Attleboio. 
which manufacture earrings, finger 
rings, shirt studs, brooches, be'lts, buc- 
kles, clasps and other articles in various 
grades of gold and set with imitation 
jewels 
None of the latter are made in 


America. They are all imported. But 
the mounting is done here nnd without 
apparent intent to deceive, at least so 
far as the manufacturer is concerned 
Tho retailer who buys from him is not 
fooled. Ho goes into the transaction 
with his eyes open. Perhaps for adver- 
tising purposes the manufacturer gives 
to his glass diamonel a fancy name, like 
"The Dewey Brilliant." "Tho Evening 
Star," "The Cigarette," "The Mulba' 
or "The Kimberley." but he does not 
He about its character. 


Most of the cheaper imitations come 


from a country famous for its other 
glassware. Bohemia. 
But the better 


ones arc made in the Jura region of 
France, not very far from 'the birth- 
place of strasa The less expensive imi- 
tations are molded, liko "pressed" glass 
tumblers or dishes. The more costly are 
cut, 
and the quality of the cutting 


counts for almost as much with tho 
importer an color and luster Imitations 
that cost from 10 cents to $2 apiece 
look to tho uninitiated like jewels which 
would cost from $75 to $,">0(), but their 
nature is easily delected by an export. 
Who has many testa at his dinpoial.

j cwcls, it is to bo ] tared that an enor- 
mous business in done in then, by 1111- 
scrn unions dealers. hJneli goods are often 
gold to persons who imagine that thoy 
are buying real diamonds.

Dablin. obtained a commission in the1 
Wicklow militia, in which he attained 
to the rank of lieutenant in II93. He 
was a man of splendid physique, about 
6 feet 2 inches in height, and stionp 
and broad in proportion. Referring tc 
tliis handsome but. brutal giant, Sii 
Jonah Barrington, in his "Memoirs," 
states. 


"I knew him well and from his 


cotintenance should never have suspect 
ed him of cruelty, but so ccld blooded 
and eccentric an executioner of the hu 
man race never yet existed." 


At the outbreak of the sanguinary re- 


bellion, when the common law was sus 
pendod and the stern martial variety 
flourished in its stead. Lieutenant Hep 
enstall hit upon the expedient of hang-

There would appear to be more than 


colloquial Mgnificnnee in tha 
, "What's in tho air?" Thus, 


according to a writer in Cosmos, a par- 
ticle of driat floating in the air ia made 
np of a lindens uf variable form, solid 
or liqnid, snrronnded by an "atino- 
denn," or thin gaseous Inycr, adhering 
to tho nucleus by attraction, this atino- 
clerni diminishing tho weight of the dust, 
hut not sufficiently to explain its snt- 
pcnsion in the air. Although denser 
than the exterior air, it is still composed 
of gaseouf molecules that h.ivo preserv- 
ed their essential properties. They yet, 
like those less closely bound, are repell- 
ed by the moving molecules that circu- 
late freely near them or that form part 
of other atmoderms, and thus there re- 
sults <i resistance—that is, a friction of 
tho dust particles against tho surround- 
ing atmospheric molecules. 


In this way friction causes very light 


powders to fall to earth very slowly, and 
once raised by the wind they follow tho 
currents, even the slightest ones, of thj 
lower layers of the air. Tims dust parti- 
cles are raised easily by ascending cur- 
rents, and having reached tho top of 
their course fall back, but slowly, and 
being takei up by new currents may 
consequently remain long in suspen- 
sion, rising and descending alternately. 


How Soaie Crest Fuel* Go* I*to <be 


N*vr«pwpera. 


Of the long list of important bits of 


news caught by chance in the journal- 
istic world none surpassed the manner 
in which a New York paper secured the 
account of the sinking of the British 
man-of-war Victoria some years ago. 
As may be remembered, the unfortunate 
craft was rammed in a naval maneuver 
off the coast of Algiers. A coasting ves- 
sel brought the news to a little station 
Of a Dutch cable company, which 
promptly sent the news to its headquar- 
ters.- The European correspondent of 
the New York paper caught the tip 
from a friend in the employ of the com' 
pany, and, hastening to the British ad- 
miralty office, laid the catastrophe be- 
fore it, He was laughed at for bis 
pains, but nevertheless cabled all he 
could get on the matter to his paper. 
Two days after the thing was world 
news, but the London papers had been 
obliged to copy from an American con- 
temporary the most startling piece of 
news of the year. 


When the news of Gladstone's in- 


tended resignation was first published, 
few people in all England believed it to 
be true. No one could realize how he 
could relinquish his commanding posi- 
tion. 
However, the premier was in 


earnest and confidentially mentioned 
his determination to a friend at a res- 
taurant. A waiter happened to overhear 
him, and, hastening to the office of a 
leading daily, offered to sell his news. 
It is said that he received $1,000 for it- 


When Lord Randolph made up his 


mind to resign his portfolio under Sal- 
isbury, he drove to the office of the 
London Times and made known his de- 
cision. He had shrewdly calculated that 
after being so kind as to bring in such 
a "scoop" in person the paper, although 
on principle opposed to him, would 
hardly censure his action. But the edi- 
tor of the greatest paper in the world 
preferred principle to news. On hear- 
ing of Churchill's plans his indignation 
knew no bounds. He took no pains to 
conceal his abhorrence of the scheme. 


"This news is indeed enormously im- 


porta^it," he said; "it will make a great 
sensation. But if you choose to have it 
so you may take it to some other paper, 
and not a lino shall appear tomorrow 
in ours. Tho Times cannot be bribed 1' 


The nobleman left in a towering 


rago, and The Times scored him un- 
mercifully in its announcement of his 
resignation. 


Bibiniirck himself revealed to M. do 


Bluwitx, the Paris correspondent of the 
London Times, a scheme to overthrow 
the French empire. Tho German gov- 
ernment, jealous of the increasing pow- 
er of France, intended to pick some 
petty quarrel with the other, invade 
Paris and level tho city to the ground. 
The Iron Chancelllor had long opposed 
the plan, and now, being utterly unable 
to cope with his enemies, divulged tho 
matter in hopes that England might 
interfere. England, long watching the 
growing power of Germany, did inter- 
fere. The balance was maintained. 


A piece of information of the gravest 


importance to Great Britain leaked out 
at a dinner table. The editor of a Lon- 
don paper, staying when the hours were 
small and the bowl had somewhat free- 
ly flowed, overheard the French embas- 
sador say that tho khedive was about to 
sell his shares in the Suez canal. The 
journalist left the table immediately 
and hastened to Lord Derby with the 
news. Rothschild, when appealed to, 
readily found $20,000,000, and the 
shares were in a week the property of 
England. Had tho strip of land com- 
prised in the khedive's claim been 
transferred to France international 
complications of incalculable impor- 
tance might have resulted.

"Brutal 


The first member of the reformed par- 


liament reproved by the chair for un~ 
s«einljr,langttag« was Daniel O'Connel}, 
tho K*£»t Irish agitator. The incident, 
which occurred in the first week of the 
meeting of the house of commons, is also 
rema^l^ble for having evoked from the 
speaks* a definite ruling on an interest- 
ing constitutional point. The speech 
from the throne called attention, 
among other things, to the insecurity of 
life and property in Ireland, and asked 
for coercive measures for the repression 
of crime. In the course of the debate 
O'Connell characterized the speech from 
the throne as "brutal and bloody." 
Lord John Russell at once moved that 
the words be taken down. "Oh I" ex- 
claimed O'Connell, "when we speak of 
Ireland and her wrongs it must be 


"In bondsman's koy, 


Kith bated breath and whispering humble- 
ness." 


Lord John Rtissell objected to the 


word "bloody" being applied to a 
speech which had, only a few days pre- 
viously, been delivered by the king— 
William IV—in person in the house of 
lords. O'Connell insisted that it was 
not the speech of the king, but the 
speech of the ministers. The speaker 
agreed with the honorable and learned 
member on the constitutional point, btit 
informed him. that his language was 
not calculated to preserve order and de- 
cency of debate. The' 'bloody and brutal 
Whigs" subsequently became a popular 
phrase with O'Connell in his speeches 
in Ireland.—Nineteenth Century.

Beer Money and Churches. 


A hundred years ago there were no 


temperance societies or bands of hope, 
nor Rechabites and blue ribbon army. 
To be as "drunk as a lord" was the 
height of human felicity. It was the 
age of "three bottle men," of convivial 
toasts, of drinking songs. Even the 
church indirectly encouraged intemper- 
ance. There were certain districts where 
at Whitsuntide the churchwardens 
were accustomed to levy contributions 
of inalt from the parishioners. This was 
brewed into strong ale and sold in the 
church. The Whitsuntide topers had, 
however, a pious method in their mad- 
ness. 


The money spent on the beer was ex- 


pended by the churchwardens in church 
maintenance, and the muddled roister- 
ers no doubt believed themselves to be 
pillars of the church even when, under 
the influence of its alcohol, they rolled 
upon its pavement. 
They thought 


themselves supporters of the church 
when they wanted "supporting" them- 
selves, and deemed themselves most 
saintly when they were most soddeued. 
Until as recently as 1827 (when tho li- 
censo was withdrawn) a church and 
public house were covered by one roof 
at Deepdale, midway between Derby 
and Nottingham. A door that could be 
opened at will served to separate the 
consecrated interior of the church from, 
the common taproom of the tavern.!— 
Chambers' Journal.
